streamlined in accord with current emphasis 
on more food at lower cost. 

A new feature is a herd of attested 
Ayrshire cows, yielding 150 gallons of milk 
daily. There is also a herd of 40 pedigree 
attested Jersey cattle. 

All cattle on the royal farms have been 
dehorned. As calves are born, their horn 
buds are treated painlessly to arrest develop- 
ment. 

One reason for dehorning is the practice 
of turning cattle into straw yards-at night 
to ensure that milk maintains a high stan- 
dard of purity. Advocates of dehorning have 
been encouraged by the royal example. Some 
cattle breeding societies have announced that

Grain Handlers’ Strike 


At the end of March, the strike of 250 
terminal elevator employees at Vancouver 
had gone‘six weeks, A representative of the 
federal department of labor had failed to 
reach.a settlement satisfactory to both sides. 

The terminal employees have been

The Economic Annalist, published by 
the federal department of agriculture, notes 
-that between January, 1952, and September 
-of the same year there was a decline in farm 
prices of 34.4 points. The decline in the 
prices of animal products was 49.1 points 
and field products 26.1 points. 

In the same period the cost of the com- 
modities and services used .by farmers rose 
68 points.
